S.O. 33H.—Whereas for the development of export trade of Indla^ certain 
proposals for subjecting pesticides and their formulations specified In Annexure 
1 to this notification to quality control and inspection prior to export were pub¬ 
lished as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964, at pages 1376 to 1378 of the Gazette of India—Part II— 
Section 3—Sub-section (ii). Extraordinary, dated the 24th October. 1969, under 
the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and Supply (Department of Foreign Trade) No. S.O. 4324, dated the 24th Octo¬ 
ber, 1969; 

And whereas objections and suggestions were invited till the 23rd November, 
1999, from all persons likely to be affected thereby:

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And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 54th 
October, 1969; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the 
fiaid draft have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section B of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), and In supersession of 
the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce 
No, S,0. 2148, dated the 19th July, 1166, the Central Government, being of the 
■opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the 
-export trade of India, hereby— 

(1) notifies that pesticides and their formulations specified in Annexure I to 
this notification shall (be subject to quality control and inspection prior to export; 

(2) specifies the type of inspection in accordance with the Export of Pesticides 
■and their Formulations (Inspection) Rules, 1970, as the type of inspection which 
would be applied to .such pesticides and their formulations; 

(3) recognises— 

(a) the specifications agreed to between the buyer and the exporter as the 

agreed specifications for pesticides and their formulations; and 

(b) In the absence of (a) above, the relevant Indian Standard Specifica¬ 

tions as given in Annexure II to this notification, 

as the standard specifications for pesticides and their formulations; 

(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of any such 
pesticides and their formulations unless the same are accompanied by a certifi¬ 
cate issued by any one of the agencies recognised by the Central Government 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963) to the effect that the said pesticides and their formulations are export¬ 
worthy. 

2, Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or tdr 
of samples of pesticides and their formulations to prospective buyers, the F.O.B. 
value of which does not exceed one hundred and twenty-five ruppes only, 

3, In this notification, “pesticides and their formulations" shall mean the pesti¬ 
cides and their formulations specified in Annexure I to this notification. 

4, This notification shall come Into force on the 7th November, 1970.

S.O. 3311.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Exiwrt 
(Quality Control and Inspection) .Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), and In supersession of 
•the Export of Pesticides (Inspection) Rules, 1966, published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce No. S.O. 2149, dated 
the l&th July, 1966, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely.— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of Pesticides and their Formulations (Inspection) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 2th November, 1970. 

2. Ileflnitions.—^In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Export (Quality Control) and (Inspection) Act, 1963 

(22 of 1963); 

(b) ‘Agency’ means any one of the agencies recognised under section 7 of 

the Act; 

(c) ‘pesticides and their formulations’ means the pesticides and their for¬ 

mulations specified in the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Basis of Inspectloa.—Inspection of pesticides and their formulations shall 
be carried out with a view to seeing that the same conform to the specifications 
recognised by the Central Government under section 0 of the Act. 

4. Procedure of Ins^iectlon.—(1) An exporter, intending to export pesticides 
and their formulations, shall give intimation in writing of his intention so to do 
and submit along with such intimation a declaration as to the agreed specifica¬ 
tions of the export contract to any one of the agencies to enable them to cany 
out the inspection in accordance with rule 3. 
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(2) Every Intimation and declaration under sulb-rule (1) shall be given not 
lose than 15 daya before the expected date of shipment. 


(9) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the 
Agency shall carry out the inspection of pesticides and their formulations in 
accordance with rule 3 and the instructions issued in this behalf by the Export 
Inspection Council from time to time. 

(4) If, after inspection, the agency is satisfied that the consignment of pesti¬ 
cides and their formulations to be exported complies with the requirements of 
rule 3, it shall, within 16 days of the receipt of the intimation and declaration 
under sub-rule (2), issue a certiflcarte to the exporter declaring the consignment 
as export-worthy. 


B. Place of Inspection.—Every inspection under the rules shall be carried out 
■either at the premises of the manufacturer or at the premises at which the goods 
are offered by the exporter provided in the opinion of the Agency adequate faci¬ 
lities for the purpose exist therein, 

0. Inspection fee .—A fee at the rate of 20 paise for every one hundred rupees 
of the F.O.B. value of each such consignment shall be paid as inspection fee 
under these rules. 

7, Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to issue a 
certificate imder sub-rule (4) of rule 4 may, within 10 days of the receipt of the 
commimlcation of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than 3 persons as may be appointed for the purpese by the 
Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel of experts on such appeal shall be final.
